DELAY IN PLANS FOR PEACE, | 


No Agreement Reached as to Place | 
for Plenipotentiaries’ Meeting. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Peace talk at | 
the White House to-day was confined to 
the matter of selecting a place where the 
Joint High Commission might meet to 
make a treaty. The pendulum seemed to! 
swing still between The Hague and Ge- | 
neva.

In All of New Jersey. 


The strike of the International Brother- 
hood of Foundry Employes against the 
New York and New Jersey Foundrymen’s 
Association, it was announced yesterday, 
is to be extended to al] the foundries in 
New Jersey. 

Beginning with to-day the brass mold- 
ers will refuse to work in all foundries 
where the employes are on strike. The 
core makers will follow. Business Agent 
Downing of the Brass Molders’ Union 
said last night: 

“The strike will be much bigger than 
was at first expected. It will reach to 
Philadelphia. There are 2,000 out now, 
2,000 more will be ordered out to-mor- 
row, and 1,000 more before the week is 
over.”*

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Gen. Absalom 
| Baird, United States Army, retired, who 
| was a Brevet Major General of the civil 
war and Inspector General of the Army 
from September, 1885, to August, 1888, 
died to-day near Relay, Md. Absalom 
Baird was born in Washington, Penn., 
Aug. 20, 1824. In 1841 he was graduated | 
from the Washington College, and in 1845 
entered West Point, where he was grad- 
uated in 1849. He served in the Florida 

Indian troubles from 1850 to 1853. 

In March, 1861, he took the command of 
the light battery for the defense of Wash- 
ington, and on May 11 was brevetted Cap- 
tain. Gen. Baird also commanded a bri- 
| gade of the Army of the Ohio from May 

to September, 1862, and was engaged in 
|}the capture of Cumberland Gap. He also 
participated in the battles of the Manas- 
sas campaign, Blackburn's Ford, and Bull 
Run. 

For his services in the Atlanta cam- 
paign. Gen. Baird received the brevet 
rank of Brigadier General in the regular 
army on the 13th of March, 1865. He 
served as Inspector General of the De- 
| partment of the Lakes fromm 1866 to 1868, 
of the Department of Dakota until 1870, 
and of the Department of the South until 
1872, and subsequently as Assistant In-, 
spector General of the Division of the|

Business Shrinks in Volume, but the | 
Tone Remains Good Under Con- 
fusing Political News. 


Yesterday's news was hardly disturb- | 
ing, but it certainly was not stimulat- 
ing, and the underlying strength of the 
situation was demonstrated by the re- | 
fusal of prices to soften under such 
conditions. That nothing worse than 
dullness supervened upon the day’s in- 
telligence may show that the market | 
is unresponsive to good and bad news 
alike, but it also shows that prices will 
only yield to actually bad news, calam- 
ity mysteries having lost much of their | 
power. 

The Street on Tuesday was disposed 
to belittle cablegrams which spoke of 
foreign uneasiness over the Morocco 
situation, but it now appears that the | 
United States itself has some relation | 
to the check to Germany's plans, which 
the Kaiser may neither relish nor ac- 
quiesce in. French and German plans 
to fortify their Oriental footholds | 
throw into relief the unfortified condi- | 
tion of the Philippines, and suggest 
that even our plans against the parti- 
tion of China have a vulnerable heel, 
and may need support before the peace | 
negotiations are ended. Washington 
remains hopeful regarding peace, but 
foreign telegrams were pessimistic, St. 
Petersburg and Tokio especially so. It | 
is true that communiques in St. Peters- 
burg do not control the situation, which 
is determined by the exchanges at 
Washington, but Tokio’s intelligence 
was less encouraging regarding the 
view of Russia's action than regarding 
Japan’s procedure, which leaves noth- 
ing to be desired. The announcement 
that the labor unions would not fight 
in the event of war regarding Nor- 
way’s secession from the Scandinavian 
union may be supposed to settle that. 
The Equitable pall still rests heavily 


over the situation, as appeared from 
the result of auction sales of trust 
company stocks. It is undoubted that 
the institutions concerned are prosper- 
ing, even improving, upon very solid 
conditions. Yet their prices run off to 
the accompaniment of malicious ru- 
mors which could be denied in chapter 
and verse if it were desirable to dignify 


them by attention. 
The day’s news was not all of this 
tenor. There were excellent traffic re- 


ports, especially New York Central's, 
and the softness of the produce mar- 
kets was inconsistent with interpreta- 
tions of the crop news, upon which the 
speculators had marked up options. 
Cotton also was sustained by specula- 
tive considerations rather than by fears 
of the crop outlook. Under these con- 


ditions the volume dropped by half to 
not much above a quarter million 
shares, but the day’s changes were 


inostly advances. Even the exceptions | 
are not unsettling to confidence.

IRON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Reviewing the situation in the iron 
trade, The Iron Age says in its issues of 
to-day: 


Nothing has occurred during the past week to 
| materially change the attitude of buyers and 
sellers in the iron trade as a whole. The larger 
consumers of raw materials seem to be well 
covered for some time to come, and the pro- 
ducers show little disposition to force material 
} on an unwilling market, particularly since they 
have contracts to take care of their output for 
months. Still the market is in buyers’ favor in 
pig iron, and prices are slowly receding. Senti- 
ment, which rules the situation to-day, is 
swayed by the belief that production is slightly 
in excess of requirements, and that we have a 
quiet period before us, during which the level 
must be found at which buyers will take hold 
with the usual rush. 

Pig iron has receded to $12 for No. 2 foundry 
at Birmingham, and there are reports of con- 
cessions below that figure. Northern irons have 
declined correspondingly, but there has been 
very little business done. 

Steel billets are easier in the leading markets. 

In the steel rail trade the most interesting 
fact is the admission that the Republic Com- 
nany has taken orders for about 20,000 tons, 
and that negotiations for further tonnage are 
pending. It is reported that the rolling of rails 
will begin at the Youngstown mill in July. The 
event is not one which particularly affects the 
situation for this year, but it brings up some 
perplexing problems for the future. 

An interesting contrags has come to public 
notice now between the lgternational Harvester 
Company and the Inter-State Iron and Steel 
Company in the Chicago district. The Harv- 
ester Company will furnish the steel, anil 
takes all of the product of bars and shapes, 
marketing any surplus above requirements. 

Some significant movements are going on in 
the wire trade, pointing to a consolidation of 
some of the interests. The manufacturers are 
to meet in Chicago next week. Rather mor 
encouraging reports have been heard lately 
concerning the condition of the trade. 

The export trade is being pushed more vigor- 
ously. Among the orders placed, recently is a 
lot of 3,000 tons of sheet bars dnd some good 
lots of girder rails. The export wire trade con- 
tinues to be active.

The Pressed Steel Car Company has received 
an order from the Japanese Government for 
900 box cars, which, closely following the or- 
der for 1,000 cars awarded to the American 
Car and Foundry Company, gives some indica- 
tion of the demand for American products 
which may be expected as soon as peace is a 
certainty. Although the number of orders for 
new vessels for the lakes already placed is 
unprecedented, it is probable that additional 
contracts will be made soon, thereby increas- 
ing the already strong demand for plates, 

The demand for merchant pipe shows further 
improvement and the low prices of a few weeks 
ago do not now prevail. 

None of the furnaces or steel works supply- 
ing the mills producing the heavier forms of 
material have been shut down, nor will they 
be closed even for the regular Summer @ pairs 
on account of the tremendous tonnage now be- 
ing. carried on the books of ajl the steel man- 
ufacturers, j 

The Northern pig iron market has followed 
the Southern in weakness. On No,.2 foundry 
$15, Valley, is the ordinary price, and it is 
probable that this could be shaded. The nam- 
ing of lower prices North and South has not 
encouraged buying.

“LONG ISLAND PROMISES 


TRAINS ON TIME TO-DAY 


Employes Have Caught On to the 
New Switching System. 


IT WAS A BIG UNDERTAKING 


But They Have No More Trouble Than 
Other Roads Had in Making the 


Change, Official Saye. 


Long Island Railroad commuters 
reached their homes last night with com- 
paratively little delay. There was none 
of the jam in the station, the frantic tel- 
ephoning to waiting wives, and the sul- 
phuric observations regarding railroads 
in general and the Long Island in partic- 
ular which marked Monday and Tuesday 
nights. The trains pulled out, on an av- 
erage, five minutes late. The longest de- 
lay was experienced by Northporters, 
who were detained for twenty minutes. 

“I think we can safely promise that 
all trains will be running pretty nearly on 
time to-morrow,”’ said P. H. Woodward, 
assistant to the President, yesterday aft- 
ernoon. ‘‘ We have had our troubles for 


the last two days, but we did much better | 


with the electric interlocking switching 
system than did other lines which in- 
stalled it. It is simply a case of familiar- 
izing our men with it, and to-day they 
are practically perfect. 

“ The public does not understand the dif- 
ficulties we had to contend with when we 
began the use of the system Monday 
morning. The affair handles 250 switches 
and 100 signals. There are, between 3 
P. M. and7 P. M., 105 trains in and out of 
the yards. This means 210 train move- 
ments and 150 engine movements—360 
movements in all, or an average of three 
every two minutes. 

“Our plant is the second largest in the 
world, and the most complicated. 
not to be wondered at that there was 
trouble when it was first put to work. 
There are fifty-seven trains in every 
morning before 10 o'clock. The average 
delay this morning was only 2.4 minutes. | 
Monday night and last night trains went | 
out from 40 minutes to an hour and a | 
haif late. To make matters worse last | 
night an engine was derailed in the 
cross over in the middle of the yard at 
the height | of the rush.”
